1 iou s an d disablin g disease kn own as 
u n du lan t fev er or malta fev er. Dr. 
Georg e W. Cox , state health officer, 
has adv ised Tex an s to drin k milk 
from approv ed sou rces on ly . 
Un ­ 
du lan t fev er is u su ally acqu ired by 
hu man bein g s as a resu lt of con su m­ 
in g raw milk or raw milk produ cts 
from cows in fected with Ban g ’s dis­ 
ease. 
Raw milk or milk produ cts can 
be con su med with safety on ly when 
they are kn own to be produ ced by 
cows tested an d fou n d to be free of 
Ban g ’s disease. 
Pasteu rization , of 
cou rse, will kill the g erms if present. 
To assist in lowering the incidence 
of 
u n d e n t 
fev er all 
dair&Tnen 
should remov e cattle infected with 
Bang’s disease from their herds as 
soon as the disease is discov ered. 
Ev en if the milk is made safe for hu­ 
man consumption by pasteurization, 
infected cows are still a menace to 
health since they can transmit the 
disease to healthly animals and to 
their owner and other persons who 
handle them. 
‘Undulant fev er from cattle,” Dr. 
Cox said, “ is one health hazard we 
can eradicate in our state through 
absolutely safe milk supplies from 
dairy herds free from Bang’s disease. 
“ Unless a herd is known to be free 
from this infection, only pasteurized 
milk should be used so that the dis­ 
ease cannot be passed on to the con­ 
sumer of miik and dairy products."

Farm prices flattened out in J a n ­ 
uary after dropping

from record levels during the latter 
part of 19 48 . arcordir.g to an Asso­ 
ciated Press dispatch from W ash­ 
ington. 
Reporting last Friday , thp D epart­ 
ment of A iriculture said the index 
of prices received by 
farmers in 
m id-January was 268 per cent of 
the 19 09 -14 b ’se period. 
This was 
the sam e as a m onth earlier. 
Likewise, prices paid by farm er5- 
for goods used in family living and 
in farm production was unchanged 
from mid-December. The index was 
248 per cent of the 19 09 -14 base. * 
While the general price level was 
unchanged, there were changes in 
individual commodities. 
Slight in­ 
creases were reported in prices of 
feed grains and hay , and sharp rises 
in fruit and truck crops. 
These were offset, hovrever, by de­ 
clines in prices of m eat 
anim als, 
dairy products, poultry and eggs.
